SPAIN.

British production does not seem to have held its own 
against the foreign competitors, as the importation of other fish 
has increased where our article has fallen off, British codfish only 
showing 2,165 tons last year, as against 3,168 tons foreign. The 
Newfoundland shippers, adds the Consul, do not seem to pay the 
same attention to quality as of old ; possibly shipments come direct 
from the hands of less interested parties than the old Newfound- 
land merchant. 

The British Vice-Consul at Carthagena reports that the impor- 
tation of codfish from Newfoundland and Norway last year 
amounted to 3,924 tons. These figures show a total increase of 
346 tons over 1901. There were 516 tons more from Newfoundland 
direct in bulk, 206 tons less from same country vid Liverpool in 
casks, 44 tons less French-cured fish vié France, and 80 tons 
more from Norway. The increase has been nearly all in 
favour of British-cured Newfoundland fish, which, directly - and

indirectly, sent 310 tons more than in 1901. The Vice-Consul 
strongly recommends shippers to be very careful in the selection 
of the fish they send to Carthagena, and so avoid as far as possible 
giving any base for claims being made on them, as such claims for 
inferior quality and undersized fish are not unlikely to be some- 
what disproportionate to the faults committed in shipment.

CHINA—WUCHOW CONSULAR DISTRICT. 


In the report on the trade of Wuchow for 1902 by the Acting 
British Consul at that port, it is stated that no 
Chinese Clothing. new lines of piece-goods were introduced last 
year, but a small consignment of German 
velvets (silk finished) and white broadcloth found a ready sale. 
The same may be said of cheap Japanese cotton cloths, flannels, 
and crapes. 

Cotton velvets, flannels, cashmeres, Italian cloth and crapes, Xc., 
are gradually being substituted for the native silk and cotton 
stuffs formerly worn, as they offer greater variety of texture 
and colour, combined with cheapness. 

At first sight, says the Consul, the Chinese nation appears to be 
clothed in a uniform shade of blue; China has, in fact. been 
described as the Land of the Blue Gown, but there is in reality 
considerable variety of material, colour, and cut in the dress both 
of men and women. Fashions change in China just as in the 
United Kingdom, and a new cloth or colour, if it suits the popular 
taste, is sure to find a ready sale. 





A distinguishing and expensive feature of a Chinese lady’s dress 

is the trimming which is worn round the sleeves, 

Trimmings. lappets, and skirts. For this purpose silk and 

satin ribbons of foreign make are coming into 

use ; they should be of narrow width, and, if possible, embroidered 
with flowers or some native design. 


There is a growing demand for cheap foreign underclothing 
Underclothing. among both sexes. 


The import of foreign medicines into Wuchow grows slowly but 
. steadily, as Chinese practitioners trained in the 

Medicines. mission hospitals at Canton and Fatshan begin 

to settle in the province. The best known 

medicines are at present quinine in powder and tabloids, cod liver 
oil and its emulsion, iodine and iodide of potassium, sulphate of 
zinc (for eye lotions), &c.

The Acting Consul also calls attention to the fact that the Chinese 
are beginning to use soap for shaving, and he 
suggests that there might be a sale for a cheap 
scented shaving soap, preferably coloured and

packed in tins. 

British soap of a well known brand sells at 1s. per box of three 
cakes, but being packed in plain cardboard boxes and but slightly 
i perfumed, it is not so much in demand as the cheaper and highly 
; scented French and German varieties, which come out in orna- 
mental covers and sell well at from 6d. to 1s. per box. 

A Chinaman, and more particularly a Chinawoman, always looks 
to the box, case, tin or bottle, as the case may be, when purchasing 
foreign goods. ‘The covering, if it may be useful in the household, 
will always recommend an article to the bargain-loving Chinese, 
and this holds good from a tin of kerosene oil to a box of pills. 


The Customs returns cover but a small portion of the annual 
import of cigarettes into the Province of 
, Cigarettes. Kuangsi; the consumption among all classes is 
growing rapidly. American cigarettes have 
hitherto been most in demand, but there is an increasing sale of 
the dearer British article. Tobacco should be of mild quality and 

slightly sweetened to suit the native taste.

“The German Commissioner to the St. Louis Exhibition, Dr. 
Lewald, has now again returned to Germany: he intends returning 
to the United States in December. He states that all the places, 
destined for the German section in the various buildings, are now 
secured, and that they have been handed over to him. 

“Tn order to further facilitate the despatch of goods, as exhibits 
to the St. Louis Exhibition, the Minister of Public Works has now 
extended his Decree of March last, inasmuch as he has ordered 
that all articles—exhibited there from 1st May to 30th November, 
1904, and not sold—shall be conveyea on their return to the 
places from which they came at half the ordinary freight rates, 
both on the Prussian State Railways and on the Imperial Lines in 
Alsace-Lorraine, if they are accompanied by the proper documents 
authorising this duty-free admittance, which will be furnished by 
the Imperial Commissioner. The way-bills must contain a 
Declaration to the effect that the packages consist only of former 
exhibits. 

“It may here be observed that Freiherr von Rheinbaber, 
Prussian Minister of Finance, went recently to the United States 
for some weeks for the apparent purpose of studying that country ; 
he is now reported to have expressed himself in very flattering 
terms of the buildings and general arrangements at the St. Louis 
Exhibition, which he has just visited.” 





BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Bulgaria.— A recent report to the Foreign Office (Annual Series, 
3,002) from Sofia states that credit in Bulgaria is now on a more 
secure footing than it has been for some time past, as severe lessons 
have taught both vendors and buyers more prudence, but those 
among the former intending to extend operations should not 
content themselves with applying once for all for information, 
but should now and then ascertain whether the same advices still 
hold good. 

Nanking.—The following observations on the import and export 
trade of Nanking are extracted from the Acting British Consul’s 
recent report to the Foreign Office (Annual Series, 3,004) :— 

‘There can be no doubt that the taste for articles of foreign 
manufacture is growing among the people. In a native report on 
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the trade of the city I read, for instance, that during the last few 
years all the native cloth shops in N anking have been obliged 
either to close their doors or inciude foreign piece-goods in their 
stock in trade. 

“A notable feature about the foreign imports into Nanking is 
the large and increasing share taken by Japan. In the vanillin 
business she is making enormous strides at the expense, as a rule, of 
Germany, but also of the United Kingdom and the United States. 
Japanese lamps, matches, umbrellas, wines, soap, candles, buttons, 
&c., are seen everywhere. The success of the Japanese is due to 
the very careful way in which, with the assistance of their Govern- 
ment, they study the Chinese market and supply exactly the kind 
of foreign luxuries that the people want, at a price which brings 
them within the reach of all. The quality of their goods is very 
poor, but they look quite good, and their cost is far below that of 
similar articles purchased in Europe. Japan is not generally 
known as a wine-producing country, yet Japanese champagne at 
ls. a bottle is in great demand among the local mandarins. The 
Japanese merchant, having some acquaintance, as a rule, with the 
Chinese language, is able to deal directly with the retailers. He 
also contents himself with profits which an Englishman would 
scorn. 

“There is one other item in the exports which calls for special 
mention, viz., soap. ‘I'he demand for foreign soap has been grow- 
ing so rapidly amongst the Chinese that no less than three native 
companies have been formed within the last year or so to import 
the necessary machinery and manufacture the article locally. 
Only one of the companies seems to have come to anything, but the 
soap it manufactures has already a large and increasing sale in the 
city, and, as the returns show, a small quantity has even been 
exported. But washing and toilet soap are turned out, and the 
intention evidently is to let purchasers imagine that they are 
getting the foreign article, for some of the best-known British 
brands are faithfully imitated. — 

‘“ As far as the import trade is concerned, it cannot be said, 
when the large share in it taken by the United Kingdom and her 
colonies is considered, that our interests have suffered much by the 
absence of British merchants from the port. But as regards 
exports, the conditions are not the same, and by neglecting 
Nanking we have allowed the trade to fall entirely into the hands 
of our competitors. 

‘‘ It is true that the whole trade of the port is at present of little 
consequence, but business connections might now be formed, which 
later on will be invaluable.” 

The Acting-Consul quotes the following extract from a letter 
written to him by one of the most successful British merchants in 
the north of China, in order to show that it is not only H.M. 
Consuls who are of opinion that in the Yangtze Valley at any rate 
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our business men are not taking advantage of their opportuni- 
ties :—‘‘ I had an interesting trip up the Yangtze, but was very disap- 
pointed with the absolute want of energy and knowledge displayed 
by all business men I came in contact with. Hankow is nota patch 
on Tientsin for progressive trade developments, and I felt sick at 
heart to think that British trade all along the valley is confined to 
shipping circles and a few tea merchants. The Germans seem on 
top everywhere so far as the export business is concerned, and I 
much regret the want of men with a sufficient knowledge of the 
details of our business to enable me to open a branch at Hankow.” 

Further on in his report the Acting-Consul adds :—“ The one 
or two openings that I have seen for British trade have been 
communicated to H.M. Commercial Attaché at Shanghai. Like 
other Consulates in China, this office is in constant receipt of cata- 
logues, price lists, &c., from manufacturers in the United Kingdom. 
They are quite useless here, as there is no one to read them.” 


Wuchow.—The Acting British Consul at Wuchow states in his 
report for 1902 that, as usual, native produce brought down under 
outward transit pass was all consigned to so-called British firms ; 
that is to say, Hong-Kong and Canton Chinese who borrow a 
British name, as the Chinese phrase it, in order to obtain British 
Consular protection. 

The disadvantages of this system are obvious; it is often very 
difficult for the Consul to distinguish between the purely native 
business in which these firms engage and the legitimately foreign 
undertakings which may fairly claim his protection. 

The Acting Consul adds:—‘ There are now ten British firms 
in Wuchow, all represented by Chinese agents ; these firms include 
two oi the largest British houses in China, and it is, I think, 
matter for regret that they do not see their way to send a young 
Englishman here to push their interests. I am quite aware that 
the experiment has been tried and proved a failure, but conditions 
have changed during the last two years. Wuchow has grown in 
importance ; competition, especially in the shipping business, has 
become keener, and if our people, at whose instance this river was 
opened to trade and who enjoy exceptional opportunities for pro- 
secuting successfully their undertakings in this part of China, wish 
to maintain their present position in this West River trade, it is 
high time some serious efforts were made to this end.” (Foreign 
Office, Annual Series,.3,006.) 

Asuncion (Paraguay).—In his recent report to the Foreign Office 
(Annual Series, 3,007) H.M. Consul at Asuncion writes :— 

“With the object of obtaining information as to the classes of 

oods sold, and the manner of doing business with houses in the 
United Kingdom, I have lately visited and conversed with some of 


the principal firms here. 
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“While fully acknowledging the quality of our goods and the 
acceptance they obtain in this part of South America, my informants 
declare that the non-adoption in the United Kingdom of the metric 
system of weights and measures is a serious drawback to our trade. 

‘What is wanted, they declare, to increase the sale of British 
goods, and more especially of such articles and varieties as are not 
sufficiently well known here, is an agent in Asuncion, receiving 
samples of all kinds from firms in the United Kingdom. Some 
classes of British goods are not sufficiently well known here, and 
British firms are not adequately represented in Asuncion. 

‘“‘In general, business firms here are well satisfied with the 
packing and condition of goods received from the United Kingdom. 
Some complaints, however, have been made of the bad condition 
in which cutlery has been received from Sheffield. On one 
occasion a shipment of knives was received for which the sheaths 
were too large and the lot consequently unsaleable. 

‘‘In previous reports allusion has been made to the offer of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Asuncion to devote a portion of the 
space of their show-rooms to samples of British goods. It is to be 
regretted that no response has been made to this offer.” 

In the same report the Consul states that the official figures 
published during the year under review show the values of the 
imports into Paraguay from the United Kingdom, France, and 
Germany to be as follows :—

The satisfactory nature of the British share in the trade, 
according to the above figures, is the more remarkable when it is 
considered that the chief business houses in Asuncion are of 
Spanish, German, French, and Italian nationality, and that there 
is only one British store in the whole of Paraguay. 

Further on in his report the Consul writes :—“ In view of the 
development of the chilled and frozen meat trade between the 
Argentine Republic and the United Kingdom, it is perhaps of 
interest to consider whether a branch of this industry could not be 
made profitable in Paraguay. In this country the price of good 
slaughter animals is half that of such animals in the Argentine 
Republic, being in the Argentine from 5/. to 5/. 10s. per animal, 
and here 2/. 10s. to 3/.; even including the cost of the river 
freights to Buenos Ayres (16s. per ton), it would appear that meat 
could be delivered at a lower price from here than from the 
Argentine Republic. It is probable that the quality of the beef of 
the latter country would be superior to that at present obtainable 
here, but Paraguayan meat, if in good condition and properly 
handled before slaughter, is of fair quality, the animals being, of 
course, fed entirely on natural grasses.”

PROPOSED TARIFF CHANGES. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


With reference to the notice which appeared at p. 306 of the 
‘“ Board of Trade Journal” for the 12th February 
Ps ne A last, relative to the Proposed New General Cus- 
Tariff toms Tariff for Austria-Hungary, the Board of 
Trade have now published, in the form of a 
Parliamentary Paper, a translation of the Tariff, with comparison, 
as far as possible, of the rates of Customs duty contained therein, 
with the rates at present in force on imports into Austria-Hungary 
from the United Kingdom. 

In publishing this translation the Board direct attention to the 
following points :— 

1. The tariff is as yet only in draft form. It has still to receive 
the sanction of the Legislatures of Austria and Hungary before 
any portion of it can be put into force. 

2. So far as regards goods on which the rates of Austro- 
Hungarian import duties are “ Conventional,” 7.¢e., are fixed by 
existing commercial treaties between Austria-Hungary and other 
Powers, no alteration of the present rates can be made until those 
treaties expire, unless special arrangements are made with the 
Powers concerned. 

3. The tariff has been prepared by the Austro-Hungarian

Proposed Tariff Changes. 
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Government in view of the approaching termination of commercial 
treaties at present existing between Austria-Hungary and other 
Powers, and the proposed new duties, besides being subject to 
modification by the Legislatures at Vienna and Pesth, are liable to 
further modification as the result of negotiations for fresh com- 
mercial treaties. Any reductions of the proposed rates of duty 
that may be made on any articles will apply to similar British 
goods imported into Austria-Hungary by virtue of the “ most- 
favoured-nation ” stipulation of the treaty of 1876 between Great 
Britain and the Dual Empire.

The Government of India, in reply to a communication from the 
Government of Madras, have decided that, for the purposes of this 
sub-rule, duty should be assessed at the highest rate leviable on 
any sugar imported into India, z.e., for the present at the rates 
leviable on sugar imported from the Argentine Republic.

guns and gun barrels, patent medicines, motor vehicles, essential 
or perfumed oils, perfumery, shawls, sparkling wines, and all goods 
falling under Class III. and Class V. of the Tariff.* 

‘The Customs Department of the Orange River Colony is, by 
virtue of Article 1 of Law 3 of 1898, authorised by the Hon. the 
Acting Lieut.-Governor, to levy the increased duties on the above 
articles entered for consumption in the colony from and after 
the 5th June, 1903.”

Articles of phosphor-bronze.—Metal plates, about 53 inches long, 
1} inches wide, and ;%, inch thick, grooved lengthwise, and 
serving as cellulose cleaning apparatus, are dutiable according to 
the nature of the material employed, and according to their 
external character, as rough goods of phosphor-bronze, at the rate 
of 50 marks per 100 kilogs. (15s. 3d. per cwt.). 

Vulcanite tubes and soft india-rubber piping, for insulating 
purposes.—The method of distinguishing between these two 
classes of goods is to be as follows :—The tube is held in both 
hands and bent sharply to an angle of 90 degrees; if it then 
breaks, it is to be considered as vulcanite, and is free of duty; 
but if it merely becomes indented, it is to be treated as soft india- 
rubber, and is to be dutiable at the rate of 40 marks per 100 kilogs. 
(1/. Os. 4d. per cwt.).

Goods in transit through the Protectorate may be exempted 
from the payment of import and export duties by regulations to 
be issued by the Governor. 

Exemption from import and export duties is granted to goods 
sent abroad from the Protectorate for temporary use, for alterations, 
or for repairs, if re-imported within a specified period: a similar 
exemption is granted to goods temporarily imported into the 
Protectorate. Exemption from import duties is also allowed for all 
goods imported by the Government or for official purposes ; articles 
for use of Christian missions, hospitals, &c.; petroleum and other 
oils for motors; household effects and clothing of immigrants ; 
clothing and food brought by travellers; and patterns that can 
only be used as such.

H.M. Minister recalls the fact that he has on several occasions 
pointed out, both in despatches and in his annual commercial 
reports, the opening which existed for building up a direct passen- 
ger trade between Cuba and Europe, which, taken in conjunction 
with the possibility of regaining part at any rate of the carrying 
trade in cigars which now go to England by way of New York, 
appeared to offer a good prospect of success to a British steamship 


company. 





FRANCE. 


H.M. Consul at Philadelphia reports that the large fleet of United 
Low Freicht States sailing vessels hitherto employed in 
Rates of F oe men the petroleum oil deep sea trade, has recently 
Subsid; almost completely been driven out of the field 
ubsidised == by the subsidised French sailing craft 
Sailing Veoscls. °7, 20 Subsidized French sniling crait. 

Owing to the French shipping subsidy laws, 
vessels under that flag can carry case oil to Japan—a voyage that, 
under ordinary conditions, would take from 140 to 175 days—at 
the ruinous rate of 12 cents a case, while previous to the passing 
of the French subsidy laws American vessels and others were 
getting 10 cents a case on oil to Havana, a run of not more than 
ten days. 

Until recently coal shippers found difficulty in getting vessels 
for Cape Town at. 1l. 14s. a ton, and a British barque and an 
American schooner not long ago got 1l. 6s.a ton. In March, 
1908, shipping circles were startled by the statement that the 
French bargque ‘‘ Beaumanoir” had been chartered to load a full 
cargo of coal at Philadelphia for Cape Town for 13s. 6d.a ton; this 
is stated to be the lowest freight on record. In spite of this low 
figure her owners will make money, as the subsidy, it is declared, 
more than pays the running expenses of the vessel. (Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 3,001.)

BULGARIA. 


According to a recent report to the Foreign Office by the British 
Consular Officers in Bulgaria, the Government 
of that country lately concluded an agreement 
with the French Fraissinet Steamship Company, 
agreeing, in consideration of their ships calling 
at Bourgas and Varna once a fortnight each 
way, to pay them a premium of 2 fr. per ton cargo exported. ‘The 
contract is for three years, and the rate of freight on grain to 
Genoa and Marseilles is not to exceed that from Dedeagatch, 
Kustendjé or Sulina. 

It is generally believed that the inauguration of this line will 
benefit the trade with Genoa more than that with the French port.

It is claimed that the fire-clay is pure and free from mineral 
particles. A fire-clay suitable for making crucibles is also found 
on the property. It is intended to establish a regular pottery on 
the ground.

BRITISH WEST INDIES. 


The West India Committee give in their circular for July a few 
hints useful to planters who are disposed to 
grow cotton. 

The cost of planting and bringing an acre of 
cotton to bearing is about 3/. In most of the islands where 
drainage is good the planter should plant from 1 to 50 acres of 
sea island cotton, obtaining his seed through his botanic station. 
He will require a gin (costing 30/. to 40/.), and may ship in bags 
for the first experiment, or get a simple press (particulars being 
obtainable from the British Cotton Growing Association, 19, Queen 
Street, Oldham). 

A man without means may ask the local Government, or at the 
Botanic Station, if the British Cotton Growing Association is 
going to lend a gin to any one in his neighbourhood, and if so he 
may get his cotton ginned there. Much literature has been 
published regarding cotton cultivation, the most important works, 
according to the West India Committee’s circular, being “ Cotton 
Planting” published by the United States Department of Agri- 
culture in 1896, and “ Cotton; its uses, varieties, yield, climate, 
and cultivation,” by Brooks, published in London and New York. 
But as these deal with cotton in temperate climates, West Indian 
planters are advised to study in the first instance pamphlet No. 21 
‘Cotton and Onion Industries,” recently issued by the Imperial 
Department of Agriculture for the West Indies, copies of which 
can be obtained from the West India Committee, 15, Seething 
Lane, E.C., post free 24d.

H.M. Consul-General at Hamburg reports that the almost entire 
failure of last year’s crop of honey in Germany 
and the limited production likewise in Chile, 
caused a considerable advance in prices towards 
autumn, and gave rise to extensive importations from Cuba, 
Mexico, Jamaica, and California, the total importations in 1902 
amounting to 76,000 cwts. as against 74,700 cwts. in the previous 
year. The prospects of the honey trade for the year 1903 are 
regarded as very uncertain; the recent crop in some prominent 
importing countries is stated to have been abundant, and prices 
may consequently decline. On the other hand, however, the con- 
sumption in Germany increases every year, and a brisk demand 
may be looked forward to from the markets of that country during 
the next few months at all events.

and 45,774,848 in bronze, as compared with a total of 63,809,422 
in 1901. Including the colonial coinage, which fell from 
54,602,000 in 1901 to 41,277,735 in 1902, the total number of 
coins struck at the Royal Mint amounted in 1902 to 122,386,550, 
as compared with 118,4]1,422 in 1901. 

The value of the issues of imperial coin in 1902 was much 
greater than in 1901, as will be seen from the following

In consequence of the transfer of the lmperial Institute to the Board 
of Trade from the beginning of the present year, the work formerly 
carried on by the Commercial Intelligence Offices of the Imperial Institute 
is now conducted by the Commercin! Intelligence Branch of the Board 
of Trade. The question of transferring the headquarters of this Branch 
from Westminster to the City is receiving the attention of the Board of 
Trade, and meanwhile verbal enquiries may be addressed to the Branch 
through the Temporary Enquiry Office which has been opened in the City 
Branch of the Imperial Institute at 49, Eastcheap, H.C. 

The Commercial Intelligence Branch is also in communication with 
the Imperial Institute at South Kensington, of which Professor Wyndham 
Dunstan, F.R.S., has been appointed director by the Board of Trade. 
Among the branches of work in charge of Professor Dunstan are the 
scientific investigation of the economic products of the British Empire 
with a view to their commercial utilisation, and the superintendence of 
the arrangement and classification of the Collections of these products 
which are exhibited at the Institute. From time to time samples and 
specimens of raw and manufactured products will be shown in the sample 
room at the City Branch. . 

The “Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch and 
intended for general information is conveyed to the public. ~ 
“ Journal” is now issued weekly at the price of ld. In future, periodical 
supplements to the “ Board of Trade Journal” will be issued, containing 
information and reports bearing on the work carried out in the Imperial 
Institute at South Kensington.
